On the right of the central ficure is 
a color-bearer, grim-visaged and 
with drawn pistol in the left hand 
and a half-unfurled American flag 
on his right shoulder. On the left. 
the third figure, vivid with action, is 
a newsboy. 

Capt. Fredericks spoke of Gen. 
Otis as typifying the ideal Ameri- 
can. 

“Gen. Otis typifies the ideal 
which firat brought men and women 
to America.” he sald. “This monu- 
ment stands for the ideals that kept 
us as a nation to this day. 
ancestry of Gen. Otis goes back to 
the men who fought in the Rev- 
olution. John Otis was a soldier of 
that wan Gen. Otis fought for 
forty-nine months in the war of the 
rebellion. He enlisted in that war 
as a private, and came out as a 
lieutenant-colonel. 

“Again, when the country called 
for valiant mén at the outbreak of 
the Spanish-American War, Gen. 
Otis answered that call, and was 
later retired with honor. 

“But the military part. of his lite 
was a small part. As he fought in 
the service of his country, like- 
wise he fought for that one great 
principje, liberty under the law, the 
one rock Without which no free 
governmen* can stand— the right ot 
the people to make their own laws 
and the right of thé people to see 
that those laws are obeyed.”

Union. Company Announces Advance at 


All Coast Points; Two-Cent Tilt Here. 


Effective today the price of gaso- 
line hahdled by the Union O Com- 
pany of California is being advanced 
at all Coast points.

The new price schedule is 
28 cents at Seattle, 29 cents at Port- 
land (including State road tax) and 
27% cents at Sacramento, Fresno, 
San Diego, Stockton and San Jose.

A great many of the “unmoral” attributes 
of the Japanese could safely be emulated by 
good Christians and thereby become highly 
moral. 
Moreover, if there are seventy.six Bud- 

dhist temples in California there are vastly 
more than that number of Christian 
churches in the Orient. albeit their views 
of Christian nte and 


Caucasian race, no matter what 
the oriental may have on the subject. 

And surely we can best attain our end 
with honor and dignity by sticking to thé 
truth, by admitting Japanese virtues, and 
by omitting all Pharisaical claims to supe- 
ij rior morals. Actually our consciences 
know very well that unblemished morality, 
even our own brand, fs not among our 
superior attributes. We are not so very 
much better than the J we are only 
more advanced“ and very different. And 
we quite frankly prefer our difference. 
The Times stands whole-heartedly for 
| such measures as will prevent the Japanese 

overrumning California, but it also stands 
Yor fair play, fair argument, and a caretul 
negation of abuse. Unjust and unmannerly 
statements can only aggravate the situa- 
tion. And a violent disapproval of other 
nations’ virtues merely stamps us as nar 
row-minded, untraveled, uninformed and 
bigoted. The world is full of other na 
all éxercising and practicing different es, 
different manners, different religions and 
different loyalties. We Americans Have no 
monopoly of the superior virtues and cul- 
ture. But we do prefer our kind, just as 
other nations prefer thejrs, and we and they 
have a right to exact our kind on our own 
soil. 

The situation is a delicate and a difficult 
one and calls for tact and diguified good 
breeding in dealing with it. We Americans 
ourselves have participated in angry wars 
im the Orient for the purpose of making 
China and Japan accept our intrusion. We 
and the British have insisted upon those 
rights. America is more responsible for 
the rapid progress of Japan than any other 
country and it behooves us to discipline our 
pupil with consideration. Japan wanted to 
mind her own business, shut out foreigners 
and remain fsolated from the world. We 
would not let her. If we made & mistake we 
must endeavor. to correct it with justice 
and kindness. And we can’t do it with 
abuse and specious argument. . 

MAYOR IS TROUBLED. 4 
The hontst Democrat whe is supposed 
to rule at the City Hall is a stalwart up- 
holder of the doctriné that to the victor 
belongs the spoils. Ever since he managed 
to defeat former Mayor Woodman he has 
not ceased to lament.that the rule is not 
Absolute and that the spolls have not all 
been gathered in. There are some commis- 
sioners and heads of departments who have 
the temerity to differ politically from the 
Mayor and ‘yet wont behead themselves. 
It's preposterous, 
wails Mayor Snyder. And isn’t it also utter- 
ty absurd to have the chief executive weep- 
ing in public because certain officials will 
not resign and so prevent him putting his 
own henchmen into office? Other things 
worry thé Mayor, he confésses, but his 
chief trouble evidently is his inability to 
make a few important officials part with 
their jobs. His own strength being insuffi- 
cient he is now suggesting changes in the 
charter, one of which is that be shall have 
power to remove at will anybody he wants 
to kick out of the City Hall. Tinkering 
with the charter was quite a favorite occu- 
pation with some of the Mayor's predeces- 
sors; but one fails to recall any chief ex- 
ecutive who advocated it as a means to get 
rid of officeholders. In addition Mayor 
Snyder wants to raise the tax rate and 
start a stream of expenditire. It is hardly 
likely that the public will share his views. 
It is paying in taxes now as much 4s it 
can stand and it wants city government ex- 
penses cut down to the safety limit. The 
Mayor seems to believe that unless the peo. 
ple keep on digging into their pockets we 
shall “artificially arrest our expansion and 
strangle our destiny.” He is uselessly 
alarming himself. Los Angeles will con- 
tinue to expand even if Mayor Snyder 
doesn’t get another term.

ECENT MOVEMENTS IN WORLD 
TRADE. 
Tue new position of the United States 
World tradé is one of the outstanding fea- 
tures im the history of world commerce. 
Th 1913 about one-half the trade of the 
World was carriéd on by four nations, the 
United Kingdom, Germany, the Waited 
Today Germany and France are prac- 
tically out of the running. In the case cf 
Germany she has no basic raw materials to 
work on and as her credit fs nfl and ex- 
change fs against her there is no telling

Belgium ts the une 
shining exceptio#. She is making a very 
strenuous, and apparently a very effective 
effort to rehabilitate her fndustries. Italy 
too fs in the grip of politica) disturbance. 
The commercial position of the continen- 
tal nations fs hot ‘at all encouraging. Until 
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Europe owes us for goods sent during the 
war and for. furnished since the 
armistice. There are three ways in which 


‘she can pay. The first is in gold; that ts 


impossible. The second fs in goods: that, 
too, is impossible until she has the raw ma- 
ters from which to manufacture the 
goods. The third way is mn services which 
includes charges for the carrying of our 
Commerce, banker's charges on exchange 
and tourist expenses. 

That Wurope can pay us tn shippinz serv. 
ices seems doubtful in view of the fact chat 
we now have an ample merchant marine. 
That enough tourist trade will devcion to 
materially afféct the huge balance n cur 
favor is Improbable. So goods seems 
to be the answer. And to send us the goods 
she must have thé money to buy the raw 
matertals and pay the cost of manufactir- 
ing the goods. If we Are to continue trad- 
ing with Europe, then wé must loan her 
money and lots of it. 7 

Therefore if the United States is to con- 
tinue to export large volumes the must be 
prepared to do so on long-time credit basis. 
At least as far as Europe is cofterned. This 
does not mean that the ordinary manufac- 
turer will extend to his individual cus- 
tomer a year’s credit on a bill of goods, He 
will trade on the old basis of h against 
documents or on the thirty, s or ninety 
days’ sight with goods delivered upon ac- 
ceptance by the buyer or his bankers. 

It does mean, however, that Ameritah 
financial corporations must, throigch the 
medium of note or bond issues based on Rood 
collateral, raise huge sums of money from 
time.to time to enable the foreign manufac- 
turers to secure machinery supplies and 
material. This process will be similar to 
what occurs in a newly opened country. 
Time was when British capitalists came to 
America. They opened up mines; they built 
railroads and factories and took bonds for 
their security. These bonds they sold in 
the markets of Europe. The result was that 
when the railroad was bullt here the rails 
were British made, the locomotives were 
British made, the machinery in the mines 
was British machinery. When a group of 
American capitalists loan the money for a 
foreign enterprise the money win not nec- 
essarily go to Europe. But American ma- 
chinery will go and American raw mate- 
rials will go. Much of the manufactured 
product that is made from the raw mate- 
rials will ultimately find its way back to 
the United States and thus help cancel the 
debt. 


The American firms that are destined to 


get the bulk of the business resulting from 
these loans are those now in the foreign 
trade field. Heretofore (that is before the 
war,) our foreign trade efforts have been 
sporadic at best. With the exception of a 
few great organizations like the Standard 
on Company, the United States Steel 
Corporation und the International Harves- 
ter Company, little or no effort wos made 
to engage in foreign trade. But henceforth 
if we are to retain our predominant position 
we must play the game according to the 


best rules or else the splendid business we 


have built up will go glimmering. 

We have a great merchant marine. We 
have some of the most effective export or- 
ganizations in existence. We know some- 
thing about the possibilities of the business. 
If ur financial magnates will look into the 
prospects of financing Europe we may con- 
fidently expect an era of great commercial 
activity with the overseas field as the 
theater in which the action is to be staged. 

This, then, is the most vital and the most 
recent movement in world trade. A move 
ment that, successfully executed, will give 
to the United States a prestige that will 
make her if not the leader in world finance

the scenes of his most heroic 
achievements. But the niche is 


empty, yes, pathetically, tragically 
empty, save as spiders spin their 
tangled webs among its sullen 
shadows.’ Empty because one ‘of 
the heroes of Saratoga later became 
A traitorous betrayer of his country. 
brave soldier who was nearly 
fatally wounded at Saratega lived to 
atrike A remorseless blow at his coun- 
try weal; and Renedict Arnold's 
niche is empty, forever empty. 
Alas, alas! That it is possible for 
men who have nobly achieved to 
come to some sad subsequent day 
when some one deed of vengeance 
or of vice shall, with disgraceful 
blot, stain back through all the 
leaves of life already turned. 

“New York's greatest architect 
is nameless today, because his life 
went out in the shame of a dissolute 
voluptuary. 

“And Ireland's noblest patriot is 
unmentioned today because of 
shameless excesses, which obliterat- 
ed his former ministry of patriotism. 

“Napoleon changed the beautiful 
motto of France, ‘Liberty, Fraternity, 
Equality,’ into ‘Infantry, Cavalry. 
Artillery.’ but in the remorseiess se- 
clusion of St. Helena he sadly con- 
feased, ‘I have sinned against the 
deals of my age, and have lost. 

MUST BE ON GUARD. 

“As I stood before the empty 
niche at Saratoga ite sermon sank 
into my heart. What a man does 
can never be any better than what 
aman iis. And must we not be in- 
creasingly on our guard against the 
temptations which assail the man 
who has already enjoyed some of 
Ute's successes? And it must not be 
forgotten that any vantage ground of 
fulfilled ambitions does not make 
safe any dalliance with evil in any 
of its insidious forms. And it must 
likewise be remembered thet cer- 
tain fearfvl temptations will come 
to men in middle life, which did not 
assail them in their earlier years. 
Never in youth or in middle life 
must there be an instant's truce be- 
tween virtue and vice. 

“In the crucial test, when he was 
amarting under the criticism of his 
jealous compatriots, who were en- 
| deavoring to withhold from him his 
just mead of appreciation, Bene- 
dict Arnold falled, lamentably, ir- 
revocably failed, and an honorable
